September,  19U7  rolled  around  and  there  were  only  92  of  us  enrolled 
tnis  year.

We  were  over-joyed,  when  a  member  of  our  class,  Avon  Jeanette  Lee, 
was  crowned  as  "Miss  M.R.H."  We  also  presented  a  sum  of  money  to  the 
year  book  staff. 

In  our  third  year,  we  organized  with  Lucille  L.  Lewis  as  President; 
Cora  Harris  as  Secretary  and  Doris  Jean  Denfley  as  Treasurer.  Our  spon¬ 
sors  were  Mrs.  Roberta  Barnes,  Mrs.  Katie  Smith,  and  Mr.  William  Short. 

We  will  always  remember  the  "Pre-Halloween  Dance"  and  in  the  spring 
we  had  a  "Barn  Dance"  which  were  both  a  success.  At  the  end  of  the 
year  we  sponsored  the  "Junior-Senior  Prom"  and  it  went  over  splendidly. 
The  entire  Junior  Class  made  history  as  they  "swang  and  swayed"  to  the 
music  of  the  "Courtney  Brooks  Orchestra"  at  the  Junior—  Senior  Proms  the 
greatest  of  its  kind  in  the  history  of  the  Regional  High  School.
